GENEVA, Feb. 3.—(4)—A com- 
mittee of experts of the League of Na- 
tions began today the work of decid- 
ing whether an oil embargo against 
Italy is workable. 

A leading member of the committee 
said privately he favored drafting two 
reports to the League council. 

One would show the practicability 
of an oil sanction if the United States 
imposed an oil embargo against Italy; 
the second would show what effect the 
sanction would have if Washington 
did not declare such a boycott. 

(Virginio Gayda, informed Italian 
editorial writer and friend of Premier 
Mussolini, warned in an article in 
Rome today that an oil embargo 


would mean a blockade and a block- 
ade would precipitate a world war.) 
A Potent Problem. 

Oil tankers loomed up in today’s 
discussions as a potent problem, in 
view of the belief that an oil embargo, 
to be effective, must embrace tankers 
as well as oil. 

The experts want to know how 
many tankers of non-League strc es 
would be available for Italy in case 
the embargo is applied. Some members 
argued that non-League’ countries, 
such as the United States, could lease 
tankers to Italy and then charter ves- 
sels from sanctionist countries for 
their own usage. 

A subcommittee was appointed to 
study possible substitutes for oil, 
while a transport committee will in- 
vestigate the question of oil ports to 
determine possible leakage points and 
means of plugging them up. 

Some League officials predicted the 
committee would decide an oil sanc- 
tion is practicable if the United States 
restricts its exports to Italy to the 8 
per cent of Italy’s total imports 
which she now sends. 

May Prove Efficient. 

The belief was expressed in League 
circles that Great Britain would at- 
tempt to prove the efficacy of an oil 
boycott. ”

DEFENSE COUNCIL 


Oil Boycotts Are Seen 
as Threat of European 
Conflict by Fascists. 


ROME, Feb. 3.—(4)—Premier Mus- 
solini summoned his all-supreme de- 
fense commission to meet with him 
tomorrow to make sure Italy is ready 
in the event of a European war. 

War plans showing what the 1,000,- 
000-man military machine could do to 
protect Italy’s 44,000,000 population if 
League of Nations sanctions result in 
war will be gone over. 

The commission will meet a few 
hours before the second February ses- 
sion of the fasci8t grand council ‘to 
map Italy’s immediate military pro- 
gram, chiefly in Africa. 

While League experts studied the 
possibilities of an oil sanction, Vir- 
ginio Gayda, friend of I] Duce and 
informed writer, said in an editorial 
that “this embargo would of itself 
manifest a step from economic to mil- 
itary sanctions.” 

Precipitate World War. 

A blockade, he warned, would pre 
cipitate a world war. Gaysda, chief 
editorial writer of the newspaper Gi- 
ronelle D'Italia, is considered often 
to expres Mussolini's viewpoint. 

The daily war communique said the 
‘“systematizing’ of occupied southern 
territory is proceeding and that na- 
tives there are “co-operating actively 
with our forces against the nucleus 
of the Ethiopians in the region. There 
is nothing to note on 
front.” 

The supreme commission of defense 
which assembles tomorrow brings un- 
der Mussolini's direct command every 
means of defen&e and offense. Its 
members are in charge of everything 
military, from the training of youth 
to the production of shells and the 
command of troops. 

Commission members are found in 
the industrial network which supplies 
the nation with everything. In peace- 
time they observe. In wartime they 
have the power of control. 

They form a composite board of 
strategy—with fingers in national mil- 
itary, . political, economic, industrial 
and scientific affairs.

Cold Winds Whistling Southward; 
New Freeze Is Expected Tonight 


Rains To Continue This Morning, and Are Expected To 
Aid in Clearing Away Remnants of Snow Before 
Low Temperatures Strike City. 


Cold winds were whistling out of the4 


northwest toward Atlanta today, as 
persistent rains threatened to con- 
tinue until nightfall when a freeze is 
probable, according to available weath- 
er forecasts. 

A night of 38-degree weather was 
promised Atlanta, however, with the 
city awakening this morning to noth- 
ing worse than the accumulated snows 
of the last few days melting and be- 
ing washed away before the freeze of 
tonight starts. 

February is doing its worst—emu- 
lating January but not quite reaching 
the extremes when the first three days 
of that month found the city groaning 
and cracking under a burden of 3.60 
inches of snow, rain, sleet and ice. 

1.10 Inches of Rain. 

February’s worst—starting Satur- 
day—left Atlanta at 5 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon with 2.25 inches of 
rain doing its best to wash away 
January’s record 8-inch remnants of 
snow. The rain, which continued dur- 
ing the night, recorded 1.10 inches 
between 7 o'clock in the morning and 
5 o'clock. 

By the time the cold winds from the 
northwest reach the city tonight, ac- 
cording to Forecaster George W. Min- 
dling, most of the snow should be 
washed away. Then the freeze will 
start in on its own strength. 

“How severe or how long Tuesday 
night’s cold spell will last, I can’t 


says,” declared Mr. Mindling. 
“Persons who live down at West 


>Point, Ga., are worrying about what 


the Chattahoochee will do under all 
this rain. By Tuesday morning the 
Chattahoochee, at West Point, should 
be no higher than 2 feet below the 
danger level. 
Ice Blocking Sewers. 

“Yesterday’s rain was heavy enough 
in Atlanta, but not enough to cause all 
the alarm it seemed to have caused. 
The trouble in Atlanta was that the 
ice was blocking the storm sewers and 
the water was running down the mid- 
dle of the streets, which caused it 
to look as though it was a dangerous 
drainage. If the storm sewers had 
been open, all that water would not 
have been noticed.” 

Continuance of this drainage, ac- 
cording to Mr. Mindling, was assured 


during Monday night and Tuesday 
morning, with the promise that the 


temperatures would not sink below the 
38-degree level. 

Rains hampered Atlanta yesterday. 
All airplanes were grounded in this 
territory. 

Wet or cloudy weather prevailed 
all over the state. The upper half 
of the state welcomed warmer weath- 
er and its rains—washing away the 
snow accumulation. 

Widespread Rains. 

There were general unsettled rains 
from the Georgia and Carolina coasts 
west into Texas and northward as 
far as Indiana and Illinois.

TRIBUNAL DELAYS

held; Justices Agree To 
Test Security Act Status 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—(2)— 
The supreme court consented today 
to pass judgment on another New 
Deal law—federal control of new 6e- 
curity issues—but withheld its TVA 
decision for at least another week. 

An opinion on the constitutionality 
of the Tennessee valley power “yard- 
stick’ program had been widely ex- 
pected today. When it was not forth- 
coming, there was renewed specula- 
tion whether the nine justices had 


found difficulty in reconciling diver- 
gent views. 

Besides agreeing to test the va- 
ladity of the 1933 securities act, the 
court ruled: 

1—That kidnaping an officer to 
avoid arrest was a violation of the 
Lindbergh kidnaping law. 

2—That Maryland may tax pre- 
ferred national bank stock owned by 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, a decision applying as well to 
nearly $900,000,000 in such stock held 
by the RFC in various states. 

3—That the Great Northern Rail- 
way need not pay North Dakota $1,- 
508,352 in taxes. 

Louisiana Law Void. 
4—That a 1932 Louisiana law mak- 
ing retroactive changes in the method 
of paying off members of building and 
loan associations was unconstitu- 
tional. 

5—That it would hear a protest of 
50 Kansas City commission men 
against Secretary Wallace’s action in 
reducing service fees for handling live- 
stock in stockyards.

GREEN IS SPURNED 
BY MINE WORKERS: 
LEWIS. SUPPORTED 


Federation President Ap- 
peals in Vain Against 
Withdrawal of U. M. W. 
Labor Peace Is Shaken. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—(P)— 
The United Mine Workers replied to 
William Green’s plea for peace in the 
labor family today with a pledge to 
support their president, John L. Lew- 
is, in the scrap between craft and in- 
dustrial unionists. 

Hoarse and his voice repeatedly 
breaking, Green, as president of the 
American Federation of Labor, had 
begged his fellow miners not to leave 
the federation as they threatened last 
week, 

“I plead to you not to go out, to 
show your loyalty and devotion to your 
father, to your parent that has fa- 
thered and protected you in the times 
of your greatest need,” Green said. 

First, however, he reminded the 
miners that craft unionists whom Lew- 
is now is fighting had given them con- 
siderable financial support in “evil 
days.” The U. M. W. president's con- 
tention is that all workers in an in- 
dustry should belong to one union, 
rather than have a union for each 
craft in an industry. The A. F. of 
L. disapproves. 

Miners Boo Green. 

Green, who was booed during his 
speech, warned: 

“If you do go out, then there will 
be but one result. ‘The American 
Federation of Labor will remain su- 
preme, Attacks from within or from 
without can never shake it from its 
firm foundation.” 

Scattered applause greeted the end 
of Green's speech. Then Lewis arose. 
He stood silent for several minutes 
while the delegates roared, whistled 


and applauded.

Woman Collapses After 
Saying Governor’s Gang 
Permitted the Slaying. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Feb. 3.—(4)— 
Mrs. Walter Liggett climaxed a high- 
ly dramatic session of Isadore Blu- 
menfeld’s trial for her husband’s as- 
sassination today with the assertion 
that Governor Floyd B. Olson—and 
his “gang’’—‘‘permitted” the slaying. 

Soon after, nervous from the strain 
of her long testimony, she collapsed 
and court recessed for three hours. 

At Rochester, where he is recuperat- 
ing from an operation, the Governor 
said he had no statement to make. 
“They’re trying the case up there in 
Minneapolis,” was his only comment. 

The Governor was responsible for 
appointment of special prosecutors to 
aid the case against Blumenfeld, also 
known as “Kid Cann.” 

“The murder would not have been 
committed without Governor Olson’s 


She explained her statement as “mean- 
ing they either ordered or permitted 


it.” 
Called Mother. 

“T called my mother after Walter 
was shot,” Mrs. Liggett testified, ‘and 
said ‘Governor Olson's gang got Wal- 
ter, mother.’ 

“She asked ‘Do\you know who did 
it?’ and I said, ‘Yes Kid Cann.’ ” 

Before the recess Mrs. Liggett had 
been calm under cross-examination, 
But after the respite in testimony was 
ordered at state's request, she broke 
down in the county attorney’s office 
and sobbed hysterically. 

Regarded as the prosecution’s: most 
important witness, Mrs. Liggett in 
the morning session reiterated her 
identification of Blumenfeld as _ her 
husband’s slayer. She also testified 
that the night the crusading publisher 
was slain, December 9, an edition of 
‘his publication, the Midwest Ameri- 
can. was in the mails, carrying an at- 
tack on Blumenfeld, a liquor syndicate 
isalesman, and listing 12 “reasons”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—(4)— 
An extension of present neutrality

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—(P)— 
Congressional leaders moved quickly 
tonight to carry out President Roose- 
velt's recommendation for removal 
from the statute books of three of the 
four remaining phases of AAA crop 
control. 

As new farm legislation advanced 
on several fronts, the executive for- 
warded an eight-line special message 
to congress urging “prompt repeal” of 
the Bankhead cotton control, Kerr- 
Smith tobacco and potato control laws. 
He did not mention the Jones-Costigan 
sugar control act. - 

“This recommendation is made,” 
Mr. Roosevelt. said, ¥because of the 
termination of the program of agricul- 
tural production adjustment under the 
act of May 12, 1933, as amended, 
known as the ‘agricultural adjustment 
act,’ to which the three acts mention- 
ed were auxiliary.” 

Capitol Hill spokesmen agreed this 
should be done. Senator Russell, dem- 
oerat, Georgia, introduced a bill te 
repeal the Bankhead law soon after 
the message was read. Chairman 
Jones, democrat, Texas, of the house 
agriculture committee later introduced 
a 60-word bill to repeal all three laws. 
It was indicated his committee might 
meet on the repealer tomorrow. 

Doom Foreseen. . 

It has been generally conceded in 
administration circles that the three 
laws mentioned by Mr. Roosevelt were 
doomed by the supreme court’s AAA 
decision..

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3. — 
The supreme court ruled today the 
Louisiana legislature was without au- 
thority to control payments to stock-

BANK LOAN MARGINS 


BEFORE RESERVE BODY 


Ronald Ransom Among New 
Members Taking Oath 
in Capital. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—(P)— 
A decision on margin requirements for 
banks against loans on stocks tonight 
confronted the reorganized Federal 
Reserve Board as its first important 
task after formally taking office. 

Rules governing the extension of 
credit against stocks by banks were 
weighed in financial quarters as an- 
other check upon speculative activ- 
ity. Effective last Saturday, the old 
board boosted margins for brokers in 
what was interpreted widely as a 
warning that the reserve authorities 
intended to keep a firm hand on the 
flow of credit into speculative chan- 
nels. 

Tentative regulation in the long-de- 
layed requirements for banks was sent 
ouf recently for study and comment 
by bankers. The new beard is expected 
to act soon, with tbe possibility it may 
simplify the bases of calculating mar- 
sin to apply .to both banks and bro- 
cers. 

With little fanfare. the board to- 
day took over its powers for control 
of the nation’s credit policies as ex- 
plained by the 1935 banking bill. Mar- 
riner S. Eccles, Utah banker and in- 
dustrialist, was designated by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, chairman—as had 
been expected generally. It is his sec-

em.

Wailing Wall in the Holy City, has 
stood in amazement before the spec- 
tacle of old Jews standing there pray- 
ing and “davening,” while varessing 
with their hands the unfeeling stones 
of what they believe to be remnants 
of Solomon’s temple, perfectly obliv- 
ious to what is going on around them, 
immersed in, if not intoxicated with, 
spiritual thoughts. 

Abyssinians make the same outward 
show of devotion in front of sacred 
buildings. They kiss the stone steps 
that lead up to the entrance of 
churches and lovingly pass their handa 
over the brick walls of such edifices. 
I have seen thousands of unkempt, 
wildly vociferating warriors from the 
interior provinces, who passed through 
Addis Ababa on their way to the front, 
suddenly grow still, as if awestruck, 
at the sight of St. George's cathedral 
in the square where also stands the 
golden statue of the Emperor Menelik.

If anybody doubts 
that his family physician is his friend 
he ought to discharge the physician 
and engage one who can inspire friend- 
ship. In any circumstance a family 
physician naturally desires to give the 
patients interest first consideration 
and the family’s interest next consid- 
eration, and will give them the bene- 
fit if any doubt so far as his con- 
science permits. 

Ethically, morally and legally a 
physician is bound to keep saolateta 
whatever he learns in his professional 
capacity, if it is something whic 
ought not to be divulged. This section 
of the hippocratic oath. in my opin- 
ion, makes null and void any special! 
statute which would make it a mis- 
demeanor for a physician to fail to 
report to the police any one who seeks 
his service for gunshot wound. Even 
the fugitive from justice or the®pre- 
sumptive criminal is still entitled to 
this sanctuary. Physicians in general 
are divided about this; some share 
my view; others hold that the funda- 
mental law and the hippocratic oath 
should be violated and the state 
obeyed, 

Regarding ordinary secrets, remem- 


‘ ber that @ repittable physieian is con- 
'cerned only about your physical and 


mental health, and as a physician he 
or she is not at all concerned about 
your morals, your spiritual troubles 
or your legal affairs.

Georgia’s first state-owned market 
opened here yesterday as officials 
stoutly maintained the state was not 
going into business. The market, cost- 
ing $125,000, is one of eight to be 
erected throughout the state. It was 
financed jointly by the state and Ful- 
ton county. 

“We believe it is a great step for- 
ward in developing more satisfactory 
outlets for farm produce,” Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture Tom Linder said.

| has assailed the federal government on

One court battle already had been

Need for Protection of Wild Life 
Is Expressed by ‘Ding’ Darling 


Former Bioligical Survey Head Urges Conservationists To 
Use Voting Support in Political Elections at 
Capital Meeting. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—(P)—A 
plea that conservationists use their 
voting strength in political elections 
was made to the North American 
Wildlife Conference today by Jay N. 
(Ding) Darling, former chief of the 
Biological Survey. 

More than 1,500 game and fish au- 
thorities heard Darling’s address at 
the conference’s opening session after 
greetings were read from President 
Roosevelt, the president of Mexico 
and the prime minister of Canada. 

Mr. Roosevelt's message, read by 
Secretary Wallace, expressed regret at 
his ina vility to attend the sessions and 
added: 


i there has been lack of a full and com- 
| plete public realization of our wild- 
| life plight, of the urgency of it and 
of the many social and economic val- 
ues that wildli:e has to our people. 

“I sincerely hope that with the help 
.of our good neighbors to the north and 
south of us, your conference will unite 
on a common purpose and a common 
program.” 

Darling told how once bountiful 
natural resources had been seriously 
depleted. He urged conservationists to 
inform governmental leaders of wild- 
life needs and use their voting strength 
to obtain action.

1929. 

No Taxation Immunity. 

In his dissent, joined by Justices 
Brandeis and ‘“ardoza, Justice Stone 
said, “The constitution guarante@S no 
immunity from taxation, even though 
the tax, because of its amount, may be 
burdensome . . or because it is as 
high in a year of depression and fall- 
ing property values as in years of 
prosperity. Beyond this, the petition- 
er does not show that it is harmed or 
presents any case for invoking the 
protection of the constitution.”

The communique asserted a com- 
pany of Manchoukuoan soldiers re 
belled and after slaying four Japanese 
officers crossed the border and were 
interned by soviets January 29.

Flow of Metal Across At- 
lantic Reversed to Hol- 
land, France. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—(P— 

e flow of gold across the Atlantic 
was reversed today after adding about 
$2,000,000,000 of the monetary metal 
to the United States’ supply in the 
last 16 months. 


Secretary Morgenthau announced 
the treasury had licensed $5,240,000 
for shipment to France and $365,000 
to Holland. 

Reports from financial centers said 
the foreign exchange market appar- 
ently had been influenced by the drive 


in congress for printing press money, | 


instead of taxes, for paying the sol- 
diers’ bonus and farm subsidies. 


But Secretary Morgenthau restrict- 
ed comment merely to saying the 
French franc had risen to the point 
where banks could profit by export- 
ing gold. 

If the france stays above the gold 
point, he said, further shipments 
would be permitted as long as pres- 
ent exchange mechanisms are undis- 
turbed, 


The cabinet member was silent on 
recent reports in French financial cir- 
cles that the treasury, in operating its 

2,000,000,000 stabilization fund, 
sought to avoid an outflow of gold. 
He let the shipments speak for them- 
selves 

Three banks asked for licenses to 


move metal to France and one to Hol- 


land, 


this country’s huge gold supply. The 
treasury statement for January 31, 
showed a total of $10,182,246,742, or 
more than 40 per cent of the world’s 
recorded monetary gold reserves. 

Federal reserve figures recorded 
monthly gains of from $11,000,000 to 
$315,000.000 in gold imports since Sep- 
tember, 1934. In that month the na- 
tion lost $18,600,000 on one of the 
recurrent waves of inflation talk. 

The net inflow of more than $3,- 
000,000,000 since the dollar was re- 
valued early in 1934 was attributed 
first to a return of American capital 
and later to a flight of foreign money 
to the United States in fear of cur- 
rency devaluation in France and Hol- 
land. Both have held out, but Belgium 
left the gold bloc last spring. 

Foreign buying of American securi- 
ties, together with a continued excess 
of merchandise exports over imports, 
also were seen as potent 
behind the trek of metal from Europe. 

Some estimates in Wall Sfreet 
placed the amount of foreign funds 
subject to 
high as $1,000,000.000. Latest re- 
serve figures recorded $400,000,000 in 
deposits held by New York city mem- 
ber banks for account of foreign 
banks,

TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 3.—(P)—A 


drive to obtain reappointment of Col- 


onel H. Norman Schwarzkopf, head of 
the New Jersey state police who has 
been directed by Governor Harold 
G. Hoffman to find “accomplices” of 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann, gained 
headway in the legislature tonight. 

Governor Hoffman's foes have at- 
tributed his interest in the Lindbergh 
case and his order to the state police 
to reopen the investigation to a desire 
to find a reason for ousting Schwarz- 
kopf. The police superintendent direct- 
ed the search that ended in Haupt- 
manns arrest and conviction as the 
kidnaper-murderer of the Lindbergh 
baby. His term expires in June. 

Reports circulated today: that Ellis 
Parker, Burlington county detective 
chief, who has expressed the opinion 
Hauptmann is innocent, had a man 
under suspicion and would make an 
arrest shortly. 

“If I knew of a suspect,” Parker 
said tonight, “there wouldn't be any 
report of it. I'd arrest him in a 
minute. I’ve been looking into every- 
thing that comes along in this case, 
but I’m not doing anything particular 
just now.” 

Senator Lester H. Clee, Essex coun- 
ty republican and leader of the pow- 
erful economy bloe which has opposed 
the Governor on his fiscal program, 
indicated he would seek support for 
Schwarzkopf’s reappointment, 

“From my observations as a mem- 
ber of the budget advisory committee,” 
Dr. Clee said, “I think Colonel 
Schwarzkopf has done a good job. I 
am receiving many letters from the 
rural sections urging me to work for 
his reappointment.” 

The senate must vote to confirm 
Schwarzkopf or any successor Govern- 
or Hoffman may name. Several een- 
ators said the nomination of anyone 
a Schwarzkopf would meet opposi- 
tion.

safely tucked away for 20 years in 
the northeastern federal penitentiary. 

The flood of notes here had reper- 
cussions in New York, officers raiding 
a secret basement in Greenwich Vil- 
lage, seizing nine men and $2,197 last 
night. 

Seven of the counterfeits: were de- 
tected among Saturday’s receipts from 
one grocéry chain alone, and _ the 
knowledge that the discovery wag to 
be credited to one alert auditor of this 
one chain has caused George H. Brod- 
nax, operative in charge of the secret 
seryice in Atlanta to warn merchants 
to watch the $10 notes they accept. 

Description of Counterfeit. 

Mr. Brodnax said: 

“The counterfeits are all on the 
New York Federal Reserve Bank. In 
the lower right-hand corner of every 
bill is a microscopic checking num- 
ber and in this instance the number 
on the counterfeits always is ‘G-96.’ 
All carry a picture of Andrew Jackson 


ing out of Atlanta, uncovered a num- 
ber of the bogus bills in Miami—and 
then there was a lull.

Lustig’s bill then turned up i ew 
York and other eastern cities afid be- 
fore Lustig was captured the gov- 
ernment had rounded up the $2,340,- 
000 charged against him. 

Lustig and his engraver were sen- 
tenced in December and secret serv- 
ice men believe now that one of his 
agents has escaped their net. 

“We have 410 men and women who 
passed those Lustig bills in jails, now, 
all for various terms,” said Brodnax 
yesterday. 

“It is often very difficult for the 
average layman to detect the differ- 
ence. Careful examination, however, 
will disclose that the counterfeit note 
is printed on ordinary bond paper, 
while the genuine note is printed upon 
specially made paper into which has 
been ground tiny silk threads, Fur- 
thermore, the scroll work around the 
berder and the photographic. impres- 
sion on the counterfeit note is ordi- 
narily blurred and lifeless, while on 
the genuine note the impression is 
clear and distinct.”
